The  year  1991  opened  with  our  country  involved  in  the  Persian  Gulf  crisis,  a 
military  operation  which  was  both  successful  and  short  lived. 

For  the  first  several  months  of  1991,  everyones  attention  was  turned  to  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East  and  the  safe  return  of  the  troops. 

Mendon  participated  in  and  dedicated  its’  Memorial  Day  Parade  to  our  veterans 
of  the  Gulf  conflict,  as  well  as  honoring  the  veterans  of  prior  wars. 

The  poor  economy  continued  to  impact  the  area  and  kept  pressure  on  both  state 
and  local  budgets. 

With  a  high  spirit  of  cooperation  and  understanding  of  the  town’s  fiscal  needs, 
our  department  heads  continued  to  provide  the  level  of  services  we  are  use  to 
with  less  money  by  finding  creative  ways  to  save  and  deferring  any  expenditures 
possible.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  hard  work  and  response  to  the 
town’s  needs. 

Of  significant  note,  and  despite  the  poor  economy  and  tough  fiscal  times, 
Mendon  has  a  new  and  much  needed  highway  barn  located  on  Providence  Road. 
The  building  houses  all  of  our  highway  and  snowplow  equipment,  vehicles  and 
equipment  for  the  Parks  Department  and  has  a  bay  for  the  Fire  Department  for 
current  and  future  needs.  Mendon’s  Building  Inspector,  Tom  Hackenson  and  his 
family,  along  with  members  of  the  Municipal  Building  Committee,  Fran  Irons, 
Roland  Boucher,  Chris  Noonan  and  Lenny  Mellen,  developed  a  plan  for  the  new 
facility  and  enlisted  the  aid  of  many  residents  and  local  businesses  to  construct 
the  building  at  an  affordable  price.  The  Highway  Department,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Tom  Guerra,  along  with  many  contractors  and  volunteers  gave  unself¬ 
ishly  to  make  our  building  a  reality.  Much  thanks  goes  to  these  individuals  and 
everyone  else  involved  for  their  tireless  efforts  to  help  Mendon  continue  to  serve 
its’  residents. 

The  year  1992  will  be  no  less  challenging. 

Our  schools  are  grappling  with  the  changes  in  various  regulations  including  the 
new  school  choice  law. 

Our  budget  will  continue  to  take  up  a  lot  of  time  and  thought  and  our  depart¬ 
ment  heads  are  working  to  live  within  lowered  means. 

And  just  as  our  Municipal  Building  Committee  is  finishing  up  the  new  highway 
bam,  plans  are  being  considered  to  convert  the  old  barn  into  a  police  station. 

On  a  positive  note,  1992  is  Mendon’s  325th  Anniversary  and  many  residents 
and  organizations  are  banding  together  to  make  the  entire  year  a  memorable 
celebration.  We  have  already  enjoyed  a  block  dance  in  the  center  of  town  and  a 
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ham  and  bean  supper  in  the  new  highway  bam.  1992  promises  to  be  filled  with 
many  great  events.  The  Board  hopes  that  everyone  gets  to  enjoy  the  upcoming 
festivities  and  stays  involved  with  our  town  government.

During  1991,  the  Board  acted  on  the  following  items: 

1.  Moved  to  accept  the  new  Senior  Center  as  Mendon’s  newest  mu¬ 
nicipal  building  and  thanked  the  many  individuals  involved  for  cre¬ 
ating  the  new  facility  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

2.  Welcomed  the  Milford  National  Bank  to  Mendon  after  opening  a 
branch  bank  in  Lowell’s  Plaza. 

3.  Reviewed  and  reduced  all  insurance  policies  held  by  the  town  to 
lower  premiums  in  a  cost  cutting  move. 

4.  The  Board  votes  to  proclaim  February  14,  1991  as  Remembrance 
Day  in  support  of  our  troops  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  The  Cub  Scouts 
of  Den  7,  Pack  1  decorated  Founders  Park,  the  Civil  War  Memorial 
and  the  town  hall  with  yellow  ribbons  donated  by  local  florists. 

5.  The  Board  accepts  the  donation  of  a  Persian  Gulf  Memorial  Flag 
from  Thomas  Sawyer,  Publisher  of  the  Milford  Daily  News. 

6.  The  Board  recognizes  Richard  Grady  for  his  twenty  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  as  a  Conservation  Commission  member  and  his  receipt  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commission’s  Annual 
Service  Award. 

7.  The  Board  is  apprised  of  the  Brothers  of  the  Brush’s  desire  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  town’s  325th  Anniversary  with  a  year  long  list  of  events 
concluded  by  a  parade  and  fireworks  display.  Richard  Ferrucci,  al¬ 
ways  active  in  local  events,  has  agreed  to  chair  the  committee  and 
oversee  the  event.  The  Board  expressed  its’  excitement  and  support 
for  the  festivities. 

8.  The  Board  accepts  a  copy  of  the  historic  study  and  accompanying 
maps  from  Peter  Coffin,  on  behalf  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Na¬ 
tional  Heritage  Corridor  Commission. 

9.  The  Board  meets  with  other  area  Selectmen  in  Bellingham  on 
March  14,  1991  to  begin  a  series  of  discussions  on  sharing  services 
and  joint  purchases  to  save  money.  Many  ideas  were  exchanged 
and  will  be  considered  over  the  next  year. 
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10.  The  Board  grants  a  Restaurant/All  Alcoholic  License  to  Roberto’s 
Restaurant  located  at  35  Hastings  Street. 

11.  The  Board  grants  a  Tavern/All  Alcoholic  License  to  the  “End 
Zone”  located  at  39  Milford  Street. 

12.  The  Board  agrees  to  erect  a  banner  welcoming  home  troops  who 
served  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

13.  The  Board  issues  a  Common  Victualler  License  to  a  new  restau¬ 
rant,  “Offshore  Lobster  &  Seafood”  located  on  Route  16. 

14.  The  Board  issues  a  Live  Entertainment  License  to  the  “End  Zone” 
Sports  Bar  located  at  39  Milford  Street. 

15.  The  Board  appoints  Michael  Bucciero  to  the  Police  Department  as 
a  reserve  officer. 

16.  Both  Mendon  and  Hopedale  Selectmen,  police  chiefs  and  fire 
chiefs  meet  to  discuss  ways  to  help  each  other  in  times  of  emergen¬ 
cies  and  ways  to  combine  services.  This  is  the  beginning  of  a  series 
of  meetings  with  other  area  towns  to  discuss  ways  to  save  money 
while  maintaining  services.

31.  The  Board  agrees  to  meet  with  the  Upton  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
discuss  sharing  police  dispatch  and  lockup  facilities  in  their  new 
facility. 

32.  The  Department  of  Revenue  informs  the  Board  that  the  towns’  free 
cash  deficit  now  stands  at  $249,411.00. 

33.  Damage  on  August  19,  1991  by  Hurricane  Bob  discussed  by  de¬ 
partment  heads  and  the  impact  it  had  on  town  finances. 

34.  The  town  holds  it’s  kickoff  for  the  upcoming  325th  Celebration,  a 
block  dance  that  was  a  huge  success  held  in  the  center  of  town  on 
August  24,  1991. 

35.  A  Live  Entertainment  License  is  granted  to  Nightbeat  Lounge  lo¬ 
cated  on  Route  16  after  the  second  public  hearing  is  concluded. 

36.  The  Board  is  informed  that  the  Police  Association  has  filed  a  crimi¬ 
nal  complaint  against  Town  Accountant,  Geraldine  Wallace  over  an 
overtime  pay  dispute.  The  charge  was  later  dismissed. 
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37.  The  Board  proclaims  Sunday,  September  8th,  1991  as  Senior  Citi¬ 
zens  Day. 

38.  The  Tax  Classification  hearing  is  held  and  Mendon  adopts  a  single 
tax  rate  for  all  properties  with  a  rate  of  $1 1.08  per  thousand. 

39.  The  Board  is  informed  that  Massachusetts  Electric  will  perform  a 
full  energy  audit  of  all  town  buildings  and  install  energy  efficient 
lights  at  no  charge. 

40.  The  Board  participates  in  Millville’s  75th  Celebration  Parade. 

41.  The  Board  starts  the  budget  process  early  and  asks  all  department 
heads  to  work  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

42.  The  Board  is  informed  of  Tennessee  Gas  Company’s  desire  to  in¬ 
crease  its’  8”  gas  pipeline  in  town  to  a  24”  line  with  large  land 
clearings  to  occur,  as  well  as  street  cuts. 

43.  Howard  Miller  is  appointed  Town  Hall  Custodian. 

44.  The  Board  agrees  to  pursue  quarterly  tax  billing  to  slow  down  the 
amount  of  money  the  town  is  borrowing. 

45.  The  Board  grants  a  Restaurant/All  Alcoholic  License  to  “The 
Deck”  Restaurant  located  on  Route  16. 

46.  The  Board  is  notified  of  Tennessee  Gas’s  intent  to  construct  a 
pumping  station  off  of  Thayer  Road.

The  Council  on  Aging  respectfully  submits  their  report  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1991. 

Appointed  to  the  Council  on  Aging  in  1991  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were: 
Shirley  Kreson,  Pauline  Johnson,  Fred  Magee,  Catherine  Holmes,  and  Mary 
Nealley.  During  1991  the  Council  accepted  resignations  from  Marion  Stevens, 
Thomas  M.  Hackenson,  Dorothy  Phillips,  Donna  Lapsley,  Nancy  Leutert  and 
Fred  Magee. 

On  January  7,  1991,  the  Council  on  Aging  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
officially  present  the  town  the  Senior  Center  building  to  be  used  as  a  meeting 
place  for  our  senior  citizens.  The  Council  requested  town  funds  to  support  the 
building.  Money  to  fund  heat  and  lights  was  voted  in  at  the  May  annual  town 
meeting. 

Van  transportation,  school  hot  lunch  program.  Visiting  Nurse  clinics,  vision 
screening,  fuel  assistance,  exercise  classes,  movies,  food  distribution  and  refer¬ 
rals  to  numerous  elder  service  programs  were  offered  throughout  the  year  by  the 
Council  office. 

September  8,  1991  was  proclaimed  Senior  Citizen  Day  by  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men.  Miss  Martha  Lowell  was  honored  as  Senior  Citizen  of  the  year  by  Select¬ 
men  Chairman  Joe  Fabbricotti  and  Senator  Lou  Bertonazzi.  A  chicken  barbecue 
given  by  the  Mendon  Lions  Club  was  hosted  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Jim  Ferrucci  on 
Bellingham  Street. 

In  September  the  Council  applied  for  a  state  formula  grant  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  Elder  Affairs.  The  grant  was  approved  and  received  by  the  town  in 
December.  The  grant  will  help  to  defray  the  operating  cost  of  the  senior  van. 

Newsletters  were  sent  to  the  homes  of  all  residents  age  60  and  over  in  January, 
March,  May,  July,  September  and  November.  Because  of  the  generosity  of  the 
Friends  of  Mendon  Elders  and  use  of  their  postal  permit  the  newsletters  could  be 
mailed. 

Thanks  to  the  Miscoe  Hill  students,  Daisies  and  Girl  Scouts,  flowers  and  flower¬ 
ing  fruit  trees  were  planted  at  the  Senior  Center  in  the  spring  . 

A  sincere  thank  you  to  everyone  who  donated  to  the  pavement  fund.  The  Senior 
Center  is  now  totally  handicap  accessible. 

In  December  the  Mendon  Police  Association  sponsored  a  turkey  dinner  for  the 
seniors  and  delivered  meals  to  homebound  seniors  that  could  not  attend.  Follow¬ 
ing  the  dinner,  Debra  D’ Alessandro’ s‘4-H  group  provided  entertainment. 
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Thank  you  to  all  the  other  town  departments  that  have  contributed  their  time  and 
services  to  the  Senior  Center  to  help  make  our  first  year  successful.

Mowry  Street: 

From  Uxbridge  Road  northly  to  house  no.  84,  trees  and  stumps  were  removed 
for  road  widening,  48”  x  40’  culvert  was  added  at  Meadow  Brook,  road  was 
pulverized  and  fine  graded  to  18  feet  wide  for  a  length  of  2400  feet.  2  ”  of 
bituminous  concrete  binder  was  applied. 


Washington  Street: 

From  Northbridge  Road  to  house  no.  39,  trees,  stumps  and  ledge  was  removed 
for  road  widening,  (3)  catch  basins  were  constructed,  18”  x  40  ’  culvert  and  12  ” 
x  382  feet  of  pipe.

Asphalt  cement  crack  filler  and  seal  was  applied  to  George,  Emerson,  and  sec¬ 
tions  of  Washington  and  Millville  Streets. 

Catch  basins  were  repaired  on  North  Avenue,  Edward  Road,  and  Hartford  Ave¬ 
nue  East.  Two  catch  basins  were  moved  4  feet  out  of  the  roadway  on  Hartford 
Avenue  East,  near  Plain  Street. 

August  19,  1991,  Hurricane  Bob  generated  debris  town  wide.  The  highway  de¬ 
partment  worked  for  three  weeks  cutting,  chipping  and  cleaning.  Federal  Emer- 
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gency  Assistance  was  approved  and  the  town  will  be  receiving  $7,  361.  00  from 
the  federal  government. 

The  highway  department  moved  from  20  Main  Street  to  66  Providence  Street  in 
November  1991.  All  highway  and  park  department  equipment  and  the  senior  van 
is  now  garaged  in  this  new  building.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  $157,000.00 
and  the  floor  space  is  9,920  square  feet. 

The  fire  department  will  utilize  approximately  900  square  feet.  This  building 
would  not  have  been  a  reality  without  the  efforts  of  former  and  present  officials, 
plus  numerous  donations  of  equipment  and  time,  of  residents,  contractors  and 
utilities.

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For  the  past  several  years,  we  have  made  a  request  for  a  First  Line  Pumper. 
With  each  passing  year,  the  cost  of  a  First  Line  Pumper  increases  an  average  of 
12  to  15%.  I  believe  it  would  be  to  our  financial  advantage  to  act  now. 

We  must  put  a  capital  improvement  plan  into  effect  this  year,  replacing  one 
piece  of  equipment  every  third  year.  We  look  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  support,  and  must  look  to  the  future  and  plan  accordingly. 

All  members  of  the  Fire  Department  received  training  in  CPR  and  First  Aid, 
provided  by  certified  instructors  of  The  American  Heart  Association. 

The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  will  continue  to  be  trained  by  The  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Firefighting  Academy  to  keep  them  current  on  all  the  new  firefighting 
techniques. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  department  have  done  an  excellent  job  in  pro¬ 
viding  our  townspeople  with  Fire  Protection,  emergency  medical  treatment  at 
auto  accidents,  assistance  in  water  emergencies,  storms,  etc.  Provided  we  have 
updated  emergency  equipment,  the  members  of  the  department  will  continue  to 
do  an  outstanding  Job. 

With  the  assistance  of  The  Uxbridge  Fire  Department,  we  have  replaced  3,000 
feet  of  Fire  Alarm  Wire  on  RT.  16,  which  was  damaged  by  Hurricane  Bob. 

We  have  applied  for  and  received  notification  that  we  will  receive  assistance 
from  The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  to  help  recover  expenses 
incured  from  Hurricane  Bob. 

Insurance  payments  of  fire  losses  were  one  million  four  hundred  thousand  dol¬ 
lars. 

I  wish  to  thank  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  Town  departments  for  their 
assistance  in  1991.  I  also  wish  to  thank  all  Mendon  residents  for  their  continued 
support,  and  the  officers  and  members  of  The  Mendon  Fire  Department  for  their 
hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  department.

All  officers  received  training  in  CPR  and  First  Aid.  This  training  was  provided 
by  certified  instructors  of  the  American  Heart  Association,  including  Mendon 
Detective  Ernest  Horn. 

All  officers  were  trained  and  qualified  with  their  service  weapons.  These  officers 
received  specialized  training  on  a  combat  range.  Training  was  provided  by  our 
own  certified  instructor  from  Ma.  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  (MCJTC) 
Detective  Ernest  Horn. 

The  Mendon  Police  Department  and  the  Mendon  Highway  Department,  together, 
have  constructed  a  weapons  range  on  town  owned  property.  The  officers  can 
familiarize  themselves  with  their  weapons  during  reasonable  hours.  The  officers 
can  target  shoot  or  qualify  with  their  weapons  in  our  own  town. 

All  officers  were  trained  and  qualified  with  department  shotguns. 

All  full  time  officers  received  a  one  week  course  of  In-Service  (classroom)  train¬ 
ing,  provided  by  MCJTC  in  Foxboro. 

All  Reserve  officers  received  a  27  hour  course  of  In-Service  training,  also  pro¬ 
vided  by  MCJTC  at  Foxboro. 

The  Mendon  Police  Department  is  still  an  active  member  of  the  South  County 
Task  Force.  The  Mendon  Police  have  played  an  intregal  part  in  the  apprehension 
of  many  criminals,  including  drugs,  robberies,  housebreaks  and  other  crimes 
against  the  person.  We  are  part  of  an  eleven  town  effort  to  combat  drugs  and 
crime.  We  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  CPAC  unit  of  the  District 
Attorney’s  Office. 

The  Mendon  Police  have  begun  teaching  the  D.A.R.E.  (drug  abuse  resistance 
education)  program  to  sixth  grade  students  of  the  Miscoe  Hill  Middle  School. 
Lt.  J.  Martin  Auty  is  the  D.A.R.E.  officer  for  the  town  of  Mendon  and  has  spent 
many  hours  teaching  and  working  with  the  children.  The  program  has  been  a 
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huge  success.  We  have  received  much  support  from  our  Board  of  Selectmen, 
from  the  Superintendent  of  schools  Dr.  David  Crisafulli,  from  school  principal, 
Mr.  William  Milligan,  all  the  teachers  and  students.  Many  local  businesses,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Mendon  Lions  Club,  have  been  quite  generous  to  this  cause.  The 
children  learn  how  to  say  no.  They  learn  how  to  handle  peer  pressure.  They 
learn  how  NOT  to  use  drugs. 

We  added  a  Reserve  Officer  to  the  force  in  1991.  Officer  Michael  Bucceiro  of 
Blackstone.  Mike  was  a  former  Mendon  Reserve  Officer.  He  also  worked  as  a 
police  officer  for  the  town  of  Bellingham.  Mike  brings  with  him  much  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  job.  Mike  is  a  very  professional,  dedicated  officer  and  we  are  proud 
to  welcome  him  back.  Mike  received  thirty  two  weeks  of  Reserve  Basic  Train¬ 
ing,  on  his  own  time  and  his  own  expense. 

Officer  Lisa  Mottola  received  specialized  training  from  MCJTC  on  Interview 
and  Interrogation.  She  completed  training  in  Domestic  Violence.  She  completed 
training  in  Rape  Investigations,  and  she  also  completed  a  course  in  Child  Abuse 
Investigations.  Lisa  is  part  of  a  three  man  squad,  headed  by  Sgt.  Philip 
Dunlavey,  to  investigate  crimes  of  rape,  child  and  sexual  abuse. 

Chief  Dennis  P.  Grady  completed  a  course  on  Labor  Relations  and  Employment 
Issues. 

Lt.  J.  Martin  Auty  is  the  D.A.R.E.  Officer.  Lt.  Auty  completed  a  course  on 
Progressive  Discipline,  and  received  one  week  of  In-Service  Training  at 
Foxboro,  MCJTC. 

Sgt.  Philip  Dunlavey  received  specialized  training  on  the  teletype  computer.  He 
attended  a  course  from  the  Criminal  History  Systems  Board  at  UMass  in 
Worcester.  He  is  the  LEAPS  representative  from  our  department.  He  heads  the 
squad  of  rape  and  abuse  crimes.  He  received  one  week  of  In-Service  training  at 
Foxboro,  MCJTC. 

Detective  Ernest  Horn  is  our  weapons  officer.  He  assists  all  training  on  CPR  and 
First  Responder.  He  is  our  court  officer.  Detective  Horn  is  a  member  of  the 
South  County  Drug  Task  Force.  He  completed  one  week  of  In-Service  training 
at  Foxboro,  MCJTC.  Detective  Horn  completed  a  three  day  course  sponsored  by 
DEA  in  Hyannis  on  International  Narcotics.  He  completed  a  college  course  at 
Rogers  Williams  College  in  R.I.  on  Criminalistics.  He  completed  another  college 
course  at  Community  College  of  R.I.  on  Law  and  Contemporary  Society. 

Officer  David  Shane  completed  one  week  of  In-Service  training  at  Foxborc^ 
MCJTC. 

Officer  William  McClintock  completed  one  week  of  In-Service  training  at 
Foxboro,  MCJTC. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  the  town  departments  for  their 
aid  and  support  during  1991.  A  special  thanks  to  all  the  citizens  of  Mendon  for 
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their  support.  The  Mendon  Police  Department  is  attempting  to  seek  funds  to 
renovate  the  old  highway  bam  into  a  police  station.  I  ask  support  from  all  the 
town  departments,  and  all  the  fine  people  of  Mendon,  to  make  this  a  reality.  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  all  of  you  in  the  upcoming  years.

Regular  School  Committee  meetings  are  held  at  the  Blackstone  Valley  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School,  Pleasant  Street,  Upton,  MA  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  each  month  in  the  School  Committee  Conference  Room  at  7:30  p. 
m. 


The  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  District  completed  twenty- 
five  years  of  educational  service  to  its  thirteen  member  towns  on  June  11,  1991. 
Since  its  opening  in  1966  the  Blackstone  Valley  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School  has  delivered  vocational-technical  education  to  approximately 
10,000  people  (high  school  and  adult  students)  throughout  the  region.  The  posi¬ 
tive  impact  on  industry,  business,  individual  lives  and  communities  which  com¬ 
prise  the  regional  school,  has  been  most  significant  over  the  last  one  quarter 
century. 

School  year  1990-91  was  a  typically  successful  year  of  operation.  The  voca¬ 
tional  regional  school  district  provided  viable  and  applicable  vocational-technical 
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education  for  682  high  school  students,  212  adults  and  38  post  secondary  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  high  school  day  program  delivered  a  dual  integrated  Program  of  Study  to 
young  men  and  women  (grades  9  through  12)  which  consisted  of  traditional 
academic  study  and  specialized  vocational-technical  preparation  for  180  days. 
Each  day  started  at  7:55  a.m.  and  concluded  at  2:00  p.m.  from  August  22,  1990 
to  June  1 1,  1991.  Special  education  services  were  provided  for  172  students. 

The  evening  school  program  for  adults,  seeking  vocational-technical  competen¬ 
cies  (14  programs)  or  avocational  skills  (12  programs),  was  available  in  the  fall 
and  spring  semesters,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings.  Financial  support  for 
adult  education  was  sustained  with  fees  paid  by  the  participants. 

The  ASSET  Program,  a  model  post-secondary  collaborative  venture  with  the 
Ford  Motor  Company  and  Quinsigamond  Community  College,  continued  to  gen¬ 
erate  extraordinary  interest  of  students  seeking  highly  specialized  automotive 
technology  training  in  pursuit  of  an  Associate  Degree  in  Applied  Technology. 
Tuitions  paid  by  students  offset  instructor  salaries  and  other  educational  ex¬ 
penses.  Ford-Mercury  dealerships  provided  regular  on-the-job  training  for  all 
students  engaged  in  the  two-year  Program  of  Study. 

The  primary  mission  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  Dis¬ 
trict  is  focused  on  delivery  of  comprehensive,  relevant  and  effective  vocational- 
technical  education  for  high  school  students.  The  remainder  of  this  report  illus¬ 
trates  clearly  that  school  year  1990-91  maintained  direction  and  continuity  with 
the  original  purpose  of  the  system.  Likewise,  citizens  unfamiliar  with  the  system 
may  become  apprised  of  the  district  as  an  educational  resource.

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Class  of  1991 


The  Class  of  1991  entered  Valley  Tech  in  the  fall  of  1987  and  completed  the 
prescribed  Program  of  Study  in  the  spring  of  1991.  One  hundred  and  sixty-two 
young  men  and  women  were  awarded  high  school  diplomas  and  vocational-tech¬ 
nical  certificates  by  Mr.  Kelton  Johnson,  Chairman  of  the  Regional  Vocational 
School  Committee,  on  Saturday,  May  18,  1991  at  outdoor  ceremonies  on  the 
school’s  athletic  grounds. 

The  graduates  were  led  by  President  Frank  Kawecki  (Blackstone),  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  Julie  Trudel  (Douglas),  Secretary  Tina  Brideau  (Grafton)  and  Treasurer 
Nancy  Trudeau  (Uxbridge).  Class  advisors,  Mrs.  Ann  Nigro  and  Mrs.  Sandra 
Rice,  served  as  faculty  marshalls  for  the  graduates. 

Dr.  Michael  Fitzpatrick,  formerly  of  Milford  and  currently  Director  of  Profes¬ 
sional  Development  at  Fitchburg  State  College,  addressed  the  graduates.  He  en¬ 
couraged  them  to  continue  to  pursue  their  aspirations  and  to  strive  to  make  the 
world  a  better  place  for  all  human  beings.  He  reminded  them  that  the  mantle  of 
responsibility  was  entrusted  to  them  by  citizens  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Re¬ 
gion. 

Cooperative  Education  initiated  in  1969,  continued  as  a  primary  effort  designed 
to  provide  students  with  genuine  work-experience,  at  a  work  site  where  their 
vocational-technical  competencies  were  applied  and  refined.  Sixty-three  (63)  se¬ 
niors  were  placed  during  the  school  year  and  acquired  on-the-job  training  from 
employers  who  paid  the  students  for  their  services.  Approximately  $200,000  was 
earned  by  cooperative  education  participants.  Job  performance  was  assessed  by 
employers,  which  in  turn  was  translated  into  school  marks  and  credits  applicable 
to  graduation  requirements.  The  majority  of  the  participants  subsequently  were 
offered  full-time  employment  following  their  apprenticeship.  Given  that  the  re¬ 
gion  was  in  deep  recession,  it  is  remarkable  that  regional  employers  collaborated 
enthusiastically  with  Valley  Tech  by  supporting  the  Cooperative  Education  Pro¬ 
gram.  The  school  system  is  grateful  and  indebted  to  employers  for  extending 
student  opportunities  in  the  real  world.

As  customary,  the  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  continued  to 
serve  member  towns  in  conjunction  with  student  training  programs.  Citizens 
throughout  the  Blackstone  Valley  region  availed  themselves  of  the  Three  Sea¬ 
sons  Restaurant  during  the  school  year.  Likewise,  automotive  repairs  were  pro¬ 
vided  by  Automotive  Technician  and  Auto  Body  programs.  Graphic  Arts  and 
construction  programs  (carpentry,  electrical,  plumbing  and  painting/decorating) 
delivered  appropriate  services  as  part  of  the  curriculum  designed  to  enhance  ac¬ 
quisition  of  student  competencies.  A  major  renovation/construction  project  -  a 
two  year  effort  -  was  initiated  in  the  town  of  Bellingham.  The  former  Keough 
Elementary  School  will  be  converted  into  an  administrative  center  for  the  local 
school  department.  Those  mutually  reciprocal  arrangements  are  beneficial  to 
both  the  learners  (students)  and  the  communities/citizens.  Students  apply/refine 
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their  skills  while  residents  expend  minimal  financial  resources  when  public  ser¬ 
vice  projects  are  undertaken. 

Due  to  the  shrinking  of  high  school  populations  and  the  loss  of  substantial  state 
aid,  the  vocational  regional  school  district  committee  initiated  an  educational 
delivery  plan  to  reduce  staff  and  expenditures  for  school  year  1990-91.  The  en¬ 
tire  operation  was  examined  carefully  to  determine  minimum  staff  requirements 
needed  to  provide  and  maintain  standardized/qualitative  educational  programs. 
Adjustments  were  made  accordingly.  Below  are  the  results  of  the  implemented 
educational  delivery  plan.

Likewise  we  express  genuine  thanks 
to  all  who  have  supported  this  unique  vocational  education  enterprise.  With  con¬ 
tinued  cooperation  and  involvement  from  all  segments  of  the  citizenry,  within 
the  thirteen  member  towns,  “Valley  Tech”  looks  forward  to  the  future.  Sustained 
by  twenty-five  years  of  successful  service,  the  next  quarter  century  should  be 
equally  beneficial  to  everyone  who  values  purposeful  and  accountable  education.

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TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  MENDON  AND  UPTON 


The  Mendon-Upton  School  District  is  an  excellent  school  district.  Recent  State 
Basic  Skill  and  Assessment  tests  place  the  district  in  comparison  with  such  com¬ 
munities  as  Lexington  and  Acton  and  scores  on  the  tests  indicate  comparable 
levels  of  learning.  Previous  scores  of  California  Test  of  Basic  Studies  indicate 
students  at  all  levels  were  two  grades  above  grade  level  for  three  consecutive 
years.  The  Senior  Profile  rose  from  forty-four  percent  (44%)  of  students  in  1987 
continuing  their  education  to  eighty  percent  (80%)  from  1988  to  the  present. 
This  level  of  achievement  has  been  challenged  in  recent  years  due  to  decreasing 
financial  commitment  by  the  State  and  the  district  communitities. 

The  1991-1992  budget  was  developed  to  maintain  1990-1991  staff  and  program 
levels,  with  the  1990-1991  budget  having  been  reduced  from  the  previous  year 
due  to  cuts  in  funds  from  the  state  and  district  communities  totaling  $226,822. 
Due  to  further  cuts  from  the  state  and  less-than-requested  support  from  the  com¬ 
munities,  the  actual  1991-1992  budget  became  a  negative  growth  budget. 

Several  years  of  negative  growth  budgets  have  resulted  in  staffing  cuts,  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  programs,  use  of  outdated  texts,  inadequate  instructional  materials 
and,  in  some  cases,  increased  class  size.  All  of  these  issues  have  jeopardized  the 
quality  of  education  we  provide  and  limit  our  ability  to  provide  a  full  instruc¬ 
tional  program.  The  following  is  a  specific  list  of  measures  taken  by  the 
Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  Committee  over  the  last  three  years:

SCHOOL  CHOICE 


In  July,  1991,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  adopted  legislation  allowing 
students  from  one  community  to  transfer  to  public  school  districts  in  other  com¬ 
munities  who  opted  to  accept  them.  To  finance  this  program,  the  state  diverted 
its  local  education  aid  from  the  community  the  Choice  student  resided  in  to  the 
community  accepting  the  student.  The  Mendon-Upton  district  had  eleven  stu¬ 
dents  from  other  communites  choose  to  attend  district  schools  in  1991-1992. 
Twenty-six  Mendon  and  Upton  residents  chose  to  attend  public  schools  in  other 
communities. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  financial  impact  of  the  transfer  activity  upon  the 
school  district,  an  application  for  School  Choice  Reimbursements  Pursuant  to 
Chapter  493  of  the  Acts  of  1991  was  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  in  January,  1992. 

In  order  to  address  concerns  that  were  instrumental  in  placing  a  student  in  an¬ 
other  district,  the  School  Committee  sent  surveys  to  parents  of  Choice  students. 
Results  of  the  surveys  were  used  to  assist  in  determining  immediate  and  long- 
range  goals  for  providing  educational  opportunities  in  our  communities. 


INSTRUCTIONAL 


At  the  elementary  level,  an  alternating  full  day  kindergarten  program  was  intro¬ 
duced.  This  has  allowed  for  increased  instructional  options  and  reduced  trans¬ 
portation  costs.  An  optional  full-day  kindergarten  program  is  being  considered 
for  1992-1993.  A  trimester  assessment  and  reporting  system  replaced  the  quar¬ 
terly  report  cards  in  order  to  provide  parents  a  more  effective  review  of  student 
progress. 

In  the  high  school,  an  advisor/advisee  program  was  implemented  to  encourage 
more  open  communication  between  students  and  staff.  Small  groups  of  students 
meet  with  an  assigned  teacher  on  a  regular  basis  to  exchange  ideas  and  con¬ 
cerns.  The  change  from  a  seven-  to  eight-period  day  has  allowed  students 
greater  schedule  diversity.  The  1992-1993  course  offerings  are  being  updated  to 
provide  a  wider  selection  of  courses  including  Advance  Placement  courses.  A 
wider  selection  of  courses  will  also  be  made  available  through  the  Blackstone 
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Valley  Educational  Compact  when  it  is  implemented.  Through  the  Compact,  the 
Blackstone-Millville,  Hopedale,  Mendon-Upton  and  Uxbridge  school  districts 
plan  to  open  certain  course  offerings  to  students  of  member  schools. 

At  all  levels,  an  “Outcome  Based  Educational  Program”  is  being  developed  to 
increase  teaching  and  learning  effectiveness.  The  educational  structure  is  being 
reviewed  and  current  teaching  methods  examined.  The  “outcome”  of  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  will-be  a  teaching  environment  that  maximizes  student  learning.  Adminis¬ 
trative  reorganization  will  support  this  effort.  The  success  of  this  program  will 
depend  on  communication,  community  interaction  and  increased  financial  com¬ 
mitment. 


COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

A  “Community  Study  Committee”  was  formed  to  address  a  variety  of  commu¬ 
nity  issues  regarding  school  finance,  educational  data  and  relevant  practices  to 
assist  the  School  Committee  in  improving  community  relations.  The  Kindergar¬ 
ten  Task  Force,  consisting  of  staff  and  parents,  developed  recommendations  for 
the  optional  full-day  program  that  is  being  considered.  Another  group  of  staff 
and  parents  has  met  to  review  and  make  suggestions  regarding  course  offerings 
at  the  high  school.  The  School  Committee  considers  such  input  invaluable  to 
their  decision-making. 

In  closing,  the  School  Committee  would  like  to  recognize  one  of  its  fellow 
members,  William  C.  Young.  Since  his  retirement  in  1991,  Mr.  Young  has  vol¬ 
unteered  his  time  four  days  a  week  in  the  Administration  Office.  Through  his 
efforts  our  computer  records  have  been  updated  and  upgraded.  His  fiscal  exper¬ 
tise  has  added  an  extra  dimension  to  our  financial  analysis  and  reporting.  Efforts 
such  as  Bill’s  and  those  of  our  dedicated  staff  and  parents  have  allowed  the 
Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  to  maintain  a  level  of  excellence  during 
some  difficult  times.
